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Toni McKay has friends in high 

places. They liave names everyone knows well, and 
include the cirtoon cliaracters Curious George, Arthur, 
Dick Tracy and Garfield. During holidays and special 
celebrations, tlx-y float between skyscrapers and more 
modest rooftups, entertaining parade spectators around 
the world. 

McKay, 48, is die owner of StorBound Entertain- 
ment, a company that creates larger-than-life balloons 
in a 2,000-square-fbot building in New Castle, Pa. 
(pop. 263W). 

"I believe 1m die only woman in die world wlw does 
this for a living," says McKay, who stoned Iter parade 
balloon business 20 years ago. She's certainly ttie only 
woman wl k> does it in the United States; SrarBound 
is one of two major US.-based balloon firms, and the 
only one owned and operated by a female. 

As a little giri growing up in nearby Ellwood Gty, 
Pa. (jtojx 8,688), McKay remembers putting on back- 
yard sltows for tier neighbors. "As on adult, it dawned 
on me that parade balloons could be my way to become 
a successful businesswoman and still entertain people," 
she says. 

Her kk-a was to manufacture balloons not only for 
major city parades, but also for celebrations in smaller

dtics that had never had large balloons before. Today, 
SrarBound balloons fly at major events, including Phil- 
addphia's Thanksgiving l>Ay Parade and die National 
Qic-ny Blossom Festival in Washington, D.C., as wdl 
as at smaller ones, such as the annual Festival of Trees 
Parade in Davenpocr, Iowa. 

McKays seven full-time and 50 seasonal employees 
create and provide balloons for some 150 events each 
year, including parades in Europe and South America. 

Tlie process of making a balloon starts with a Star- 
Bound engineer creating an aerodynamically sound 
scale model of the intended design in clay, which is 
then scored into separate sectional areas. Vinyl sec- 
tions are created based on die model and heat-sealed 
togetlier. Production rakes about 45 days. 

SrarBound lias on inventory of about 350 differ- 
ent balloons, whidi are shipped to events and tlien 
returned to New Gist Ic for storage. 

Ray Pulver, 47, owns Upbeat Parade Productions 
of San Jose, Calif., and has used SrarBound balloons 
for 15 years faf events in San Jose and Oakland, Calif, 
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and otlier cities. 'Toni always keeps grades fresh by adding new 
balloons each year," Pulvcrsays. 

John Bcsr, 43, produces Philadelphia's Thanksgiving Day Parade, 
and die National independence Day and Natkxial Cherry Blossom 
Ivstival parades in tlie nation's capital "I've been waking with Toni 
for 10 years," says Best, who won a daytime Bmmy lor his produc- 
tion of the 2005 Wait Disney World Christmas Day Parade. "Every 
time I see those kids and families look up enthralled at chose bal- 
loons, 1 know Ton! and I liave done the parade right." 

Some of SmrBoimd's balloons are custom-designed specifically 
for her clients, "One is a giant golf ball," McKay says. "It was made 
lor tl»e World Golf Hall of Rime Parade. We've also made balloons 
of giant persimmons, a star, a Gcvetand Browns football helmet, 
and even an airplane." 

McKay is especially proud ofa parade balloon lier company made 
for die annual Festival of Lights Parade in Gatlinburg, Tenn. (pop 
3382). "Tlxy wanted a balloon in tribute to die American soklicr," 
sliesays. "I used a ijhotogmph of my late father in his Wodd War II 
uniform as the model." 

Looking back on the last two decades, McKay is delighted to 
Ittvc built a career that allows Ikt to fulfill her dream. "I also wanted 
my work to make the world a brighter, happier place," she says. 

With StarBounds colorful balloons floating over delighted faces 
around the world, she's done exactly tltar. ;*>•

"Lots of towns have garden tours or 
Victorian liome tours," says Steve Fry, 
54, president of the Friends of Elk 
Falls. "Wc were brainstorming what we 
could promote, and someone said, 'Well, 
we have a lot of outhouses.'" 

The outhouse tour lias provided a whiff 
of fresh air in the self-proctaimed "Out- 
lxxise Capital of Kansas," wlierc traffic is 
so sparse that a flock of guinea fowl struts 
along the main drag. Lasr year, about 2,000 
people visited die themed toilets and paid 
Si to vote for their favorites. Along die 
route, they snapped pictures, laughed and 



its lowly landmarks. The town's 40 or so houses have indoor 
plumbing, but more than half still liave a standing — or 
leaning — outliouse in the bickyaid, 

"A lot are original outhouses, 100 years old, 

diar were never destroyed," Fry says. "Some 

people keep their outliouse for a spare. 

It's a piece of history. There's a certain 

charm to diem." 

One of Elk Falls' historic outliouses 

is an "Eleanor," named after first 

lady Eleanor Roosevelt and built by 

the Works Progress Administration 

in the 1930s. Most rural outhouses 

liad dirt or wooden floors, but these 

progressive models had concrete floors 

and risers to die wooden seat. 

Among last year's diemed outliouses 
were the "Practice Room," outfit red 
with a drum, guitar and music stand; 
die classy "Flower Pot" featuring floral 
wallpaper, a gardeners fork for a handle 
and a trowel for a door knocker, and the 
' roofless "Far-Out House," which pur- 
portedly once seated Jimi Hendrix 
and inspired the 1960s singer to

In 1977, 15-year-old Rick Hoyt 

of Sturbrid^e, Mass. (pop. 8,860), brought Ixxne 
a flyer from school for a 5-mile footrace to benefit 
a lacrosse jslayer paralyzed in an accident. Rick, 
wlx) was bom with cerebral palsy and unable to 
sjxrak or control his limbs, used a head-controlled 
comjxiter voice syntliesizer to ask his fatlier, Dick 
Hoyt, if tlxy could participate in the race. Rick 
wanted to prove to tlie athlete that life goes on, 
even with disability. 

Dick wasn't much of a runner, bur he pushed 
Rick in his wheelchair to a next-to-last finish. The 
youngster was grinning; ear-ta-ear when they crossed 
the finish line. "1 used my computer to tell D-.td,

'When we're racing, I don't feel disabled,'" recalls 
Rick, now 44. 

From that moment on, Dick committed himself 
to getting into shape so he could help his son enjoy 
the thrill of competing. The father and son dubbed 
themselves Team Hoyt and have since completed 
more than 930 triathlons, duathlons and marathons. 
To comjx.'ce in triathlons, Dick pushes Ricks special- 
ly designed wheelchair during the run, balances him 
on the front of a customized road bike as he cycles 
and pulls him in a rubber float while lie swims. 

"Dick is 23 years older than me and he pushes 
Rick's 111) pounds, but so far I haven't beaten them," 
says Blvera Pingeton, 44, of Oxford, Mass,, who wis 
inspired by Dick 10 years ago to take up running. 
"Dick's love for his son drives him. This is his way of 
achieving freedom for Rick," 

Despite Rick's disabilities, his parents, Dick and 
Judy, decided from his birth to raise him like any 
other child. "Doctors said to institutionalize him, 
that lie'd be a vegemble for life," says Dick, now 67 
and living in Holland, Mass. (pop. 2,536). Instead, 



tliey brought him home and had two more sons, 
Rob and Russ. 

"For years 1 thought all families had someone in 
a wheelchair," says Russ Hoyt, 39, of Dillerica, Mass. 
(jx>p. 39,963). "We did everything together, from 
playing street hockey with a hockey stick tied to 
Rick's wheelchair, to climbing Mount Monadnock 
(in New Hampshire). Dad threw Rick over his back 
or carried him in his arms while my mother, brother 
and I climbed up behind them." 

Rick has overcome adversity — and triumphed — 
in many- pursuits. He graduated from Westfield 
High School at age 19, earned his bachelor's degree 
in special education from Boston University, and 
worked with Boston College to develop Eagle Eyes 
technology, which allows the disabled to control a 
computer using eye movements. 

A favorite raa' for the fiuher-and-son team is the 

Boston Marathon. "The best jxut is the screaming 

crowd calling out our names as we finish," Rick says. 

Team Hoyt ran its first Boston Marathon in 1981
